Help Wanted 


A traffic manager with badly bruised feelings 
asks how he might win managements coopera- 
tion in eliminating or reducing demurrage. 

His plant is a thousand miles from the home 
office. He has four bosses: The GTM (at the 
home office), a product of World War Il man- 
power shortage: the plant's general manager, a 
VP with whom the TM has a frightfully formal 
relationship: the production manager. a big, 
blustering bull; and the plant’s head book- 
keeper, a mousy, whiny character with a passion 









for statistics. 

Periodically, the TM brings the demurrage 
problem to management's attention; most often 
to the person most responsible—the production 
manager. The TM has offered him several solu- 
tions but they have been brushed aside. 

Monthly, the bookkeeper prods the TM in ap- 
proximately these terms: 

“These charges increase our shipping costs by 

2 per cent. They add .009 cents to product cost. 
per cent to traffic accounting time. and are 
equivalent to a years salaries of two of your 
assistants.” 

Monthly. the bookkeeper works up fresh sta- 
tistics and sends them to the home office. There. 
they are relayed to the GTM, who usually sends 
the TM a short note: 

~The controller is bothering me again about 
your demurrages. Suggest you discuss this mat- 
ter with Mr. (Production Manager) .” 

Once, the TM summoned enough courage to 
send a memorandum to the plant’s general man 
ager. It brought this response:

“As for Mr. (Production Manager). all he 
ever says is, “Aw, forget it!” 

“Our general manager apparently agrees with 
the production manager. As for that new wing, 
they ve been talking about it for years. 

“My solution is faster loading and unloading 
of the cars, which is being handled manually 
now.

Capital stock authorized for the 
company is $50 million. The headquar- 
ters office is at 17 State Street, New 
York.

HE RIGHT of a shipper to 

ship via any railroad line 

serving a terminal area, al- 
though located on the line of 
another railroad, often is referred 
to as the “reciprocal switching 
privilege.” 

It is considered a privilege be- 
cause it affords the shipper addi- 
tional transportation service. It 
is reciprocal, however, only inso- 
far as the various carriers accord 
the same privilege to shippers 
located on their respective rail- 
roads. 

Reciprocity is only one of many, 
and perhaps more important, 
factors affecting this switching 
practice. It should be referred to, 
more correctly, as connection ter- 
minal switching. However, the 
term reciprocal switching has 
come to mean the broad practice 
of switching cars in a terminal. 
The switch is made between an 
industry and a connection with 
another railroad where the other 
carrier has the line haul. 

An illustration will serve as the 
best definition. Acme Industries, 
at Bigtown, has a private track 
that has a switch connection with 
the AB&C Railroad. The plant is 
served by the AB&C. The AB&C 
will deliver carload freight on this 
track. It also will accept for for- 
warding carload freight loaded on 
this track when the AB&C hauls 
the car into or out of Bigtown. 

Bigtown also is served by two 
other railroads, the DE&F and 
XY&Z. These railroads enter Big- 
town and have switch connections 
with and serve many industries 
within the city. They do not, how- 
ever, serve the Acme Industries 
plant. The DE&F and XY&Z do 
have physical connections with 
the AB&C in Bigtown. They trans-

fer, or interchange, carloads of 
freight and empty cars to and 
from the AB&C at those connect- 
ing points. 

The AB&C will accept carloads 
of freight from either the DE&F 
or the XY&Z and deliver them to 
the siding of Acme Industries. 
They will do this even though the 
AB&C could have handled the car 
into Bigtown over its own line had 
it been so routed. For performing 
this service it makes a switching 
charge. The connecting railroad, 
DE&F or XY&Z, pays and absorbs 
the AB&C switching charge. Acme 
Industries thus is able to ship its 
earload freight via any of the 
railroads serving Bigtown—at the 
same tariff rate. 

The privilege of reciprocal 
switching is granted only as the 
switching road and the line-haul 
carrier act mutually to extend it. 
This must be based on: 

1. Willingness of the switching 
road to switch carload freight 
from or to the industry, and to es- 
tablish a reasonable charge for 
this service. 

2. Willingness of the connecting 
railroad performing the line-haul 
to pay and absorb the switching 
carrier’s switching charge, so that 


the industry need only pay the 
line-haul rate. 

The connection switching privi- 
lege is real and a terminal becomes 
open to an industry only when 
both of these actions take place 
This fact must be remembered as 
the analysis is made. 

Connection terminal switching 
on a reciprocal basis is common, 
but by no means prevalent. In the 
South and Midwest practically all 
common points 
switching. The situation in East- 
ern Trunk Line territory, however, 
is highly selective. At 
large and important terminals car- 
riers will protect the lowest tariff 
rate to industries on its lines only 
if it receives the line haul. 

Early in the regulation of rail- 
roads the use of carrier terminals 
was much more restricted than 
now. The present generally open 
status of terminals did not always 
exist. Many carriers refused to 
open industry tracks served by 
their lines to their competitors. 
The present situation is the result 
of a long, hard battle before com- 
missions and courts.

In 10 Easy Lessons 


Wide use of materials handling equipment launches company into program which 


trains new drivers, corrects mistakes of experienced men, and aids supervision 


“4Q4ORK-TRUCK accident frequency is steadily de- 
creasing at the Eastman Kodak Co. plant, Roch- 
ester, N. Y., thanks to a program for training 

drivers. 


E. D. Happ, of the Safety Department, and A. ( 
More, of the Training Department, realizing the wide 
use of lift-trucks in their organization, felt that a 
training program was needed. New drivers should be 
taught the use of the materials handling equipment 


while experienced drivers could receive de- 


tailed instruction. 


Both men agreed that to achieve the desired 
results, supervisors should receive instruction 
and training comparable to that given experi- 
enced drivers. 


Happ and More guided the development of 
the program. Spe i fic program needs were sub- 
mitted to management for review 


It was felt that training should be centralized 


and a practice driving area provided. Other 
recommendations to Management were hours 
of training, and estimated cost of the whole 
program.

Material in Course 


Material covered in the ten sessions for new 
operators is as follows: 

Session 1—The trainee is introduced to the pur- 
pose of the course, simple operating procedures, and 
daily checks which he must make. Time is allowed 
for simple maneuvering with the truck on the range. 

Session A quiz on Session 1 is followed by 
consider’ ble practice on the obstacle course. 

Load limits, striking force, compara- 
tive cost of fork trucks, types of trucks used in the 
plants, truck limitations and adaptions are discussed. 


Session 3 


Session 4—Drivers now discuss various problems 
involved in handling palletized material. 

Session 5—This session presents the safe and effi- 
cient practices to be followed in truck and traile 
loading and unloading operations. 

Session 6—Trainees, at this time, receive instruc- 
tion on handling materials where freight cars are 
involved. 

Session 7—Single pallet storing is introduced. The 
instructor explains where materials should not be 
placed and how they are placed in proper areas. 

Session 8—This session is crucial for many opera- 
tors since it introduces methods and problems i: 
tiering and stacking of palletized materials. Specia 
aptitude is required to master this work. 

Session 9—The trainee is given his final examina- 
ion on the driving range. During the classroom 

tion, elevator operators, pallet patterns and

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Session 10—A discussion is held on the operators 
responsibility in preventive maintenance. 

Most of this material is condensed to five sessions 
for experienced operators, who, being familiar with 
truck operation and terminology, can learn faster. 

Discussion of the results of quizzes is encouraged. 
Trainees are informed that the quiz is to assure the 
instructor that he has succeeded in putting across 
the course. Trainees are graded only on the results 
of their driving range performance. 

Problem driving sessions deal with situations 
which arise under actual driving conditions. The 
driver is asked to solve these problems. 

Obstacle course driving sessions help develop skill 
and confidence. Bad habits of experienced drivers are 
replaced with good practices. 

New drivers, of course, spend a much greater time 
on the range than seasoned drivers. Two instructors 
are present at all times for verbal coaching and 
individual instruction whenever an improper pro- 
cedure is seen. 

A prerequisite to entering the course is that the 
operator be physically right for the job. A medical 
check is given to discover field of vision, reaction 
timing, distance judgment, and physical handicaps 
which may reduce an operator’s ability under stress 
and strain. 

Drivers who complete the course are licensed so 
that only authorized persons operate trucks. This 
license is issued only after proof of ability on the 
job and request from the worker’s foreman. 

An added gain from this program has been the 
training of 24 members of the Fire Department 
staff. In the event of an emergency, these men are 


able to move valuable materials with fork trucks.

Unit-load handling has been put

to great use in intra-plant move- 
ment of materials. Equipment used 
to facilitate the assembly of goods 
into unit loads has been held cap- 
tive. The unit-load principle has 
been put to use mainly only when 
material arrives on the receiving 
dock. It receives its greatest ap- 
plication in handling work in proc- 
ess and storage. By and large, 
thus far the principle is cast aside 
at the shipping dock and the pro- 
cess reverts to manual handling. 
The unit-load principle has its 
greatest potential in the move- 
ment of goods from vendor to 
customer, producer to user. 
Unitization is fairly easily ac- 
complished as long as the equip- 
ment remains captive within a 
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particular facility. Complications 
arise when materials and goods 
enter the area of movement from 
producer to user. Then it requires 
a systems concept which can be 
used in the vendor’s facility by 
common carriers used in trans- 
portation, and at the customer’s 
plant.

been the greatest drawback. Fre- 
quently the same freight charge 
has been applied to the container 
as to the product it is carrying. 

2. The cost of returning the con- 
tainers and no assurance the con- 
tainer would be returned: 

Again, in recent years, special 
tariff rates have been set up on 
a limited geographical area. This 
liberalization, however, does not 
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permit complete use of unitization, 
but restricts it to those shippers 
of products which have a_ high 
dollar-to-weight ratio. 

3. Very frequently the maximum 
permissible unitizing cost is not 
sufficient to cover the cost of the 
minimum unitizing requirements: 

There are a number of products 
being shipped today that cannot 
afford more than 1%¢ per cwt 


unitizing costs. Yet this amount 
is not sufficient to provide the 
minimum requirements to with- 
stand the rigors of transportation 
by common carrier. 

1. Lack of proper handling 
equipment at freight interchange 
terminals. 

5. Lack of standard-sized con- 
tainers has had some drawback, 
but not as serious as some of the 
economic factors involved: 

A complete nation-wide system 
of shipping and handling mater- 
ials in unit loads has been held 
back by the continued use of old 
freight cars and cars of variable 
dimensions. This is diminishing 
as new cars are designed and put 
into service. Most new freight 
ears and highway trailers will ac- 
commodate 40 x 48 in. pallets. 

Shipping in unit loads has been 
limited to those who can ship in 
carload or truckload lots, and do 
not have to utilize the full cube 
to meet minimum weight require- 
ments required by tariff rates. 
In most cases it has been limited 
to those who own their own truck- 
ing fleet or own or lease railroad 
cars. Unit-load shipping has been 
practiced by those shippers inter- 
ested in their own costs. Usually 
they are not much concerned 
whether the receiver can unload 
it in the same fashion. In some 
cases, users are plagued with such

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Don’t Overtax Yourselfi— 
Year-Round Planning Cuts Taxes 


Trading in equipment, method for figuring depreciation, and 


form of business organization can affect amount of tax bill 


and determine when funds will be available for improvements 


today’s business world of 
high tax rates no longer is 
“big business foolishness.” 
Last-minute tax worrying with 
no year-round tax thinking can 
erase sizable savings for small 
businesses when it comes time to 
file tax returns.

For example, assume that a 
business replaced an air condi- 
tioner. After shopping around, it 
was found that the old unit could 
be sold to a private party for $500 
or traded in for a $500 allowance. 
That seemed like six-of-one-half-a- 
dozen-of-another. 

So, without thinking—or worry- 
ing—about tax matters, the old 
air conditioner was traded in. 

To prove how a seemingly sim- 
ple business decision can affect 
future taxes, assume further that 
the air conditioner had originally 
cost $2500 and the firm had taken 
$1000 in depreciation on it. This 
meant its cost for tax purposes 
was $1500. 


Loss Either Way 

Regardless of whether the old 
air conditioner was traded-in or 
sold, the business would lose 
$1000. 

The deals still are equal. But, 
with a trade-in, how much of the 
$1000 loss is tax deductible? None. 

All that is permitted is the ad- 
dition of this amount to the cost 
of the new unit. Eventually the 
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company will receive tax credit 
for the loss in the form of slightly 
higher depreciation deductions. 


Loss Deducted 


On the other hand, if the com- 
pany had made a bona fide sale 
separate from the purchase of the 
new air conditioner, there would 
have been a $1000 loss. This could 
be claimed as a loss deduction on 
a tax return and used to offset 
regular income. 

It is not always true that a loss 
deduction on the tax return is 
worth twice as much as future de- 
preciation. But, a general rule for 
deciding when to sell and when to 
trade-in is: Sell “loss” property to 
obtain a deduction, and trade 
“profit” property. The latter 
avoids the tax which must be paid 
on any profit realized from sale of 
an asset. 

It is possible to sell into a capi- 
tal gains tax or trade the company 
out of a loss deduction if depreci- 
ation is not figured correctly. This 
is a matter to be discussed with a 
competent tax advisor. 

He can explain the advantages 
and disadvantages of the various 
methods used to compute depreci- 
ation. Method of figuring depreci- 
ation should be suited to business 
needs. 


Editor's Note: This article is based on informa- 
tion supplied by the American Institute of Ac- 
countants and has been checked for technical 
accuracy by the Internal Revenue Service. 


For example, a certified public 
accountant, asked whether a 
straight-line or declining balance 
method should be used on a new 
asset, might ask: What are the 
company cash requirements and 
what are profits likely to be? 

If expansion is planned or addi- 
tional cash will be needed in the 
next few years, it might be better 
to use the new declining balance 
method. 


Depreciation Spéeeded 


This method speeds up or in- 
creases depreciation rates. It 
starts a chain reaction which will 
retain cash in the business. This 
is because, when depreciation 
rates are increased, allowable de- 
preciation deductions on tax re- 
turns are increased. 

The amount that may be writ- 
ten-off the first year is twice what 
it would be under the straight- 
line method. By applying a $1000 
instead of a $500 depreciation de- 
duction against regular income, 
the business reduces taxes. Cash 
that does not have to be paid out 
in federal taxes can be retained 
in the business for expansion. 

It seems, however, that all good 
things eventually come to an end. 
While in the first year the declin- 
ing balance depreciation rate may 
be double that of straight-line, 
this differential diminishes in suc- 
ceeding years until declining bal-

Cost Comparison 


From airport to airport, the 
rate applving between cities is 
less than surface van rates, ac- 
cording to the airline.

The Problem 


As production facilities were 
expanded to meet growing sales, 
bottlenecks in handling and ship- 
ping operations placed a drain on 
the firm’s profits. 

Premium beer was being bottled 


and shipped on premium time. 
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Shipping areas were crowded and 
unsafe. Full advantage could not 
be taken of air rights. Expensive 
outside processing of both empties 
and fulls was used. Gunther 
figures showed that it cost the 
brewery 5¢ per case when outside 
handling was involved. Such 
handling ran into thousands of 
cases each month. 

This was only ‘a small part of 
the problem. Loading of cus- 
tomer and company trucks was a 
tedious, time consuming process. 
Delivery trucks were tied up for 
excessively long periods of time 
at the loading dock while other 


trucks waited in line for their 


turn at the dock. Location of the 
loading dock itself presented a 
safety hazard. While being loaded, 
trucks extended out into the 
street, blocking it to all but one- 
way traffic. 

The most serious problem was 
in the bottle house, which grew 
at a rapid rate—but not fast 
enough to keep pace with the rest 
of the brewery. Shipping, storage 


and receiving facilities were jam- 
med into the same building. Me- 
chanical handling beyond the most 
simple devices was an impossi- 
bility. 

A single beer case was handled 
as Many as eight or nine different 
times during the trip from the 
returning beer truck, through the 
bottle house, to the delivery truck. 

A survey of the handling prob- 
lem was made, and a plan of ac- 
tion drawn. The basic plan called 
for the creation of a distribution 
center on one level, where Gun- 
ther’s products could be received, 
stored, shipped, and handled with 
speed and efficiency. 

Gunther purchased the assorted 
properties that comprised an en- 
tire city block located diagonally 
across the street from the bottle 
house. This block provided the 
space for a 60,000-sq ft distribu- 
tion center. 

Removing the shipping, storage 
and receiving functions from the 
bottle house made possible more 
efficient use of bottle house facili- 
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Low-lift pallet trucks and adjustable docks have pro- 
duced a 75 per cent time saving in truck-trailer loading

The loading dock is set well 
back from the street. A broad 
apron facilitates off-street loading. 
This solved the traffic hazard 
present at the old dock. 

Handling System 

Cases of beer arrive at the dis- 
tribution center by one of five 
different conveyors. They carry 
the beer from the bottle house 
through enclosed bridges above 
the adjacent streets. The conveyor 
lines feed three automatic palleti- 
zers. The lines are set-up so that 
they can bypass the palletizers in 
event of breakdown.

rYN\WO-WAY radio has provided a two-fold advan- 
tage in our Charlotte, N. C., terminal operation. 
Use of a mobile radio network, linking trucks 
and terminal on a 24-hour-a-day basis has speeded 
pickup and delivery service. In addition, it permits 
unified control of an extensive and rather far-flung 
operation. 

Radio was introduced at the Charlotte terminal 
on an experimental basis. It was so successful that 
similar installations have been made in Detroit and 
Winston-Salem. Plans call for radio installations in 
still more major terminals. 

Faster pickup and delivery tells only part of the 
story. Other advantages are: 

1. More efficient terminal operation and lower op- 
erating costs. This is particularly true in the han- 
dling of less-truckload freight. 

2. Better customer service through prompt han- 
dling of emergency shipments. (Backtracking for 
missed orders has been eliminated. 


3. Better cont and more flexible use of on-the- 


Dispatcher, with remote control unit on his desk, is in

The same number of trucks in service 
before radio was installed now handles 25 to 30 per 
cent more tonnage. 

1. Saving in telephone expense. 

These tangible advantages are augmented by one 
less tangible, but perhaps just as important. Two- 
way radio has become a powerful sales tool in the 
Charlotte operation. Salesmen, who can promise 
faster pickup and delivery, report better customer 
acceptance. 

Charlotte was selected for Roadway’s test radio 
installation because it is the hub of the motor freight 
industry and is the major distribution point of the 
Carolinas. Some 54 Class I carriers are located in 
the Charlotte area. 

The System 

Thirty-watt mobile radio units were installed in 
eight straight trucks and two tractors. A 60-watt 
base station was set up in the terminal office. Re-

WOODEN BARRELS AND KEGS The Associated Cooperage Indus 


tries of America, Inc. defines a wooden 
barrel as: “A uniformly bulging, cyl- 
indrical container of greater length 
than breadth. It’s made of wooden 
staves bound together with hoops and 
has two flat ends or heads of equal 
diameter.” A keg simply is a barrel 
of less than 30-gal capacity. In the 
following discussion the term barrel 
will be understood to include both 
barrels and kegs, unless otherwise in- 
dicated. 

The Association divides barrels into 
three main categories: 

1. Slack barrels for the shipment 
and storage of powders, semisolids, 
and solids; 

2. Tight barrels for the shipment 
TIGHT BARREL and storage of liquids; 

3. Beer barrels for the shipment, 
storage and dispensing of malt bev 
erages. 

Sometimes one comes across a con- 
tainer called a barrel which does not 
follow these specifications An ex- 
ample is a basket barrel. This has 
wooden staves that are interlaced and 
crossed diagonally. In addition to five 
WOODEN HOOP outside, it has four inside hoops to pro- 

vide greater strength. The top of this 
barrel which is illustrated in Fig. 1, 
not made of wood, but is burlap 
or cloth.

HANDLING CHARACTERISTICS OF WOODEN BARRELS 


The outstanding characteristics of 
wooden barrels is that they are rigid, 
have a bulging cylindrical shape, and 
have protruding chimes, which create 
false bottoms. 

The unique bulging of barrel staves 
results in what is sometimes called 
“double-arch” construction. This in 
great measure accounts for the con- 
tainer’s strength. It also accounts for 
the designation “container of wheels.” 
For horizontal movements over rela 
tively short distances it is sometimes 
practical to propel barrels manually 
by pushing them, even when they are 
loaded with several hundred pounds. 
They are highly maneuverable when 
handled in this manner. When they 
are loaded with powdery materials 
and do not have proper lining, the 
product may sift out along the path 
of travel when this procedure is fol 
lowed. As we shall see, there are 
trucks and other machines which are 
more efficient for handling barrels, 
especially when considerable distances 
and quantities are involved.

The Operational Side of 


VFYNVRAILERSHIP service must be 
dedicated to handling for cer- 
tified regular route operators.

Trailers are loaded end-wise on 
the rail cars by a tractor which 
also is equipped with flanged 
Wheels on the forward and rear 
axle. The tractor’s rear flanged 
wheels are of smaller diameter 
than the road wheels, but operate 
concentrically with them and with 
the brake drums. The front 
flanged wheels are small dolly 
wheels which ride along the rails 
of the rail car, providing stability, 
steering guidance and _ security. 

Key to the fast loading is a 
“frog” type centering device 
which engages the flanged wheels 
on the tractor and trailer and 
automatically guides them into 
proper alignment on the rail car. 
Spring activated platforms under 
the “frog” shift to left or right 
when contacted by the flanged 
Wheel. In this manner the wheels 
are positioned automatically. 

Trailers ride more than six 
inches lower on the new cars 
This opens up the service to 121% 
ft high trailers compared with 
the present 12-ft height limit. 
Since the dolly equipment may 
be easily attached and removed, 
it means that any trailer can be 
fitted for “Trailiner’ shipment 
instead of only those with per- 
manently attached brackets for 
tie-down chains. 

The dollies do not interfere 
with normal road operation of the 
trailers. Piggy-Back, Inc. has de- 
veloped a special front landing 
gear with the flange clamps built 
in, Which costs little more than 
the standard landing gear and 
could replace it on trailers

Making Progress 


Of 105 Freight Tariff Lmprovement 


Bulletins issued, 63 have received 


favorable action by tariff makers 


| AILROAD tariff makers are 
complying with both the 
letter and the spirit of recom- 
mendations of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Railroads’ Tariff 
Research Group. This fact was 
established at a recent meeting 
in New York, at which the Com- 
mittee presented a_ five-year 
progress report. 

The first Freight Tariff Im- 
provement Bulletin was issued 
in 1952. Since that time 105 Bul- 
letins have been issued and more 
than 350 individual specifica- 
tions have been approved by the 
Committee. The Committee is 
made up of representatives of 
the National Industrial Traffic 
League and railroad executives. 

The Committee report showed 
that of the 105 Bulletins issued, 
compliance by tariff makers on 
63 of them was “good or better.” 
Compliance on eight Bulletins 
was listed as “good or fairly 
good,”’ nine more were listed as 
“not satisfactory,” and the final 
25 were called “fair to not 
measurable.” The last group in- 
cludes late Bulletins which the 
Committee feels have not been 
in issue long enough to make an 
accurate appraisal. 

The Bulletins cover a variety 
of subjects. No. 1, for example,

approves the principle that the 
absence of national uniformity 
in tariff makeup is a basic prob- 
lem. It must be overcome in im- 
proving tariffs from the stand- 
point of efficient use. It also 
points out that uniformity can- 
not be achieved and _ retained 
unless there is acceptance and 
rigid observance of standard 
tariff patterns. 

According to the Committee, 
compliance with this Bulletin 
can be measured in terms of 
present tariff appearance and 
the attitude of tariff makers. 
Both are good. There is, of 
course, more room for uniform- 
itv, but further specifications 
are needed to achieve this. 

In addition to the 105 Bulle- 
tins, the Committee reported on 
recommendations not included in 
the Bulletins. In one of these 
recommendations, No. 115, the 
Committee referred to the traf- 
fic executive associations, with 
its endorsement in principle, a 
study made by the Tariff Re- 
search Group. The study points 
up the advantages of the Na- 
tional Rate Basis grouping and 
the “Tariff of Tomorrow” plan 
Reaction to the recommendation 
has been favorable, according to 
the Committee. ®

Good checkers never seem to be 
good writers. The problem be- 
came especially acute in winter 
when the writer’s hands were cold. 

Merchants solved this problem 
by letting the checkers dictate the 
lists directly to typists over the 
telephone or on dictating ma- 
chines. They installed telephone 
jacks on the loading platform. 

When a van pulls in with a load 
of storage goods, a checker plugs 
in the telephone, tells the opera- 
tor he wants to dictate, and she

connects him with a typist. The 
checker is equipped with a head- 
set of the type worn by telephone 
operators, with a long stretch cord 
to permit him to move about the 
platform. The typist has a head- 
set too, and types the data as the 
checker dictates it. 

When a typist is unavailable, 
the checker uses a dictating ma- 
chine. This also is equipped with 
headset and long, stretch cord. 

It takes a couple of weeks to 
train a man to dictate. He learns 
by listening to his own records. 
The chief trick is to keep the 
mouthpiece close to the lips to 
prevent the entrance of street 
noises. 

Money has been saved princi- 
pally because of a saving in time. 
Under the old system, the checker 
needed an assistant to tag and 
handle equipment. Now, released 
from the writing job, his hands 
are free for these tasks. 

Drivers of out-of-town vans 
like the system because they no 
longer have to wait for inventories 
to be typed. When the warehouse 
checker checks the last piece off 
the van, the inventory is finished

For years, logs from north- 
ern Maine have been floated to 
pulp and paper mills on the 
Kennebec River. When they 
reach Winslow, logs are divided 
between two mills. 

Until 1954 this was done by 
men working with long poles 
from three bridges. There were 
three shifts and a crew of 90 
sorted 2000 cords a day. 

Then, Hurricane Edna swept 
the bridges and booms away. 
Hollingsworth and Whitney Di- 
vision of Scott Paper Co., own- 
ers of the Winslow mill, called 
in a consulting engineer. 

The result was a floating con- 
veyor system. This new system 
pulls up to 200 cords of logs 
from the river in an hour, hauls 
them up an inclined conveyor, 
and delivers them by means of 
feeder belts and live roller con- 
veyors to two sorting belts.

During the 1955 season log 
sorting was at the old rate of 
2000 cords per day but this was 
done by two shifts with a crew 
of only 28. The operation can 
be stepped up to 3000 cords.

ance deductions become the 
smaller of the two. This is why it 
is important to consider current 
and future earnings before select- 
ing a depreciation method. 


For example, if current earn- 
ings are low, or if a new line of 


merchandise will not produce 
earnings for several years, it 
might be better taxwise to use the 
straight-line method. 

This method does not speed up 
depreciation deductions. It spreads 
them out equally over the esti- 
mated useful life of the asset. The 
straight-line method permits, in a 
sense, saving for deductions 
against future earnings. 

There usually is no point in in- 
creasing a loss or reducing low 
earnings by claiming additional 
depreciation deductions that are 
not needed. 

A point to remember when de- 
ciding between purchase of new 
or used equipment is that second- 
hand equipment must be depreci- 
ated by the straight-line method. 

This tax factor should be con- 
sidered because loss of the oppor- 
tunity to use the declining balance 
method may cancel any immediate 
savings from the purchase of used 


equipment. 


Form of Business 


The matter may have been de- 
cided and forgotten many years 
ago, but a basic question for busi- 
nessmen to reconsider—one which 
has many tax implications — is 
whether to do business as a pro- 
prietorship, partnership, or cor- 
poration. There may be personal 
or professional factors that force 
the selection and maintenance of 
a non-corporate form of organiza- 
tion. However, depending on the 
earnings of the business and the 
amount of those earnings needed 
for withdrawal, there are certain 
tax advantages in incorporating a 
new or expanding company. 

Money can be saved by re- 
membering that business deci- 
sions made in the fall affect the 
amount of tax to be paid in the 
spring. ®

Proposed trailership services generally have been 
opposed, since they were designed principally to 
take trailers off the highways. This would mean 
the displacement of over-the-road personnel. 

If such displacement of personnel were temporary, 
and it was seen that the trailership services would 
enable trailer operators to expand, labor could look 
forward to increased opportunities for employment 
under better and more stable working conditions. 

Trailership service management must be devoted, 
with singleness of purpose, to providing a service 
to trailer operators that is more than the mere trans- 
port of trailers, accepting reservations, and collect- 
ing charges. 

To this end, ship operation must be subordinated 
to overall transportation management. This is the 
keystone requirement for the stabilized success of 
the service. 

The management structure can best be described 
in terms of two executive vice-presidents. 

One is to be responsible for the ship’s business 
This includes management of pier operations, sched- 
ules of ship departures and arrivals, loading and 
unloading, labor relations, ICC and PUC regulations, 
publicity, sales promotion, and all public and trailer

enced in highway transportation. 

The other vice-president should be experienced 
in marine operations. He should be responsible for 
maintenance and physical operations of ships, pier, 
and terminal properties. He, through the captains, 
should be in complete contro] of the ships, all per 
sonnel, and cargo, from the moment the ship is 
ready for departure until it is again docked and 
secured. His responsibility includes safety of the 
ship’s cargo, security of gangplanks, and battening 
down cargo. 

Trailership service must be securely positioned 
for bringing our water highways into the system of 
total transportation. This will help resolve our trans- 
portation revolution and meet the challenge of the 
modern era which is based on distribution rather 
than transportation. 

Our water highways are a tremendous asset to 
our economy. Their waste is appalling. Successful 
trailership service could be influential in eliminat- 
ing much of this waste.@

Stocking Rack System 

We have been able to accom- 
plish unitization within the 
plants of the Clark Equipment Co., 
primarily because we own and 
operate our own inter-plant truck 
fleet. Had we been forced to de- 
pend on a common earrier, the 
freight charges on the containers 
used and on the uncertainty of 
having them returned may have 
made it economically impossible 
to employ a fairly expensive stack- 
ing rack which can be collapsed 
for return shipment. 

Fig. 1 shows the basic stacking 
rack design. These racks can be 
decked one on top of the other. 
The four corner supporting posts 
can be turned down for nesting 
purposes when they are returned 
empty to the supply plant. Fig. 
2 shows a number of the engine 
racks loaded in a highway trailer. 
This method of unitized handling 
permits moving the engine assem- 
blies directly from the end of the 
production line in the vendor’s 
supplying plant to the assembly 
line in our plant. 

Fig. 3 shows the engine rack 
with the supporting posts folded 
down ready for the return trip. 
Under the new rack handling sys- 
tem, unloading of engines was 
speeded 100 per cent. Storage is 
much safer, with far less chance 
for damage to the engine. Also, 
the housekeeping problem is re- 
duced considerably. 

Fig. 4 shows the use of the 
rack and the tray pack principle 
loaded with hydraulic valves. Fig. 
5 illustrates the basic rack modi- 
fied for handling axles. It can 
handle three axle assemblies, as 
illustrated, or two extra large 
axle assemblies, as illustrated in 
Fig. 6.

We also had a problem of han- 
dling and storing transmissions. 
The transmission packaging pre- 
viously used, placed four trans- 
missions on one pallet as a unit 


load. While the break-up of unit 
loads and damage to transmis- 
sions, did not happen frequently, 
it still was persistent enough for 
us to desire a 100 per cent de- 
pendable package. Unitization for 
transmissions now uses the basic 
rack modified for transmission 
handling. We still have four trans- 
missions per unit load, but do not 
have the problem of the unit 
load becoming damaged. 

We have applied the stacking 
rack principle to the storage and 
handling of LPG tanks. We use 
the rack, equipped with wheels, 
as the delivery system for these 
tanks. The rack assembly, as il- 
lustrated in Fig. 7, can be handled 
by a fork lift truck, or it can be 
towed by a tractor. The rack will 
accommodate four different size 
tanks. It keeps them in the same 
position as when they are mounted 
on the truck. 

Long haul operations are han- 
dled by straddle carriers. These 
carriers are able to pick up one 
or more unitized loads and move 
them rapidly from one section of 
the plant to another. The opera- 
tion is illustrated in Fig. 8. We 
have found the straddle carrier 
method to be faster, at lower cost, 
and with less damage to materials

We have used 
shipping containers for many 
years, but their use has been lim- 
ited. Standardized shipping con- 
tainers and an integrated system 
of handling and transporting those 
containers should be developed. 

However, before such an inte- 
grated system can be developed, 
it will be necessary that the pub- 
lic carriers, particularly the rail- 
roads, take a more conciliatory 
and realistic attitude towards 
each other. They must recognize 
certain inherent costs and service 
advantages ‘that each type of car- 
rier has over the others. 


transportation 
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The use of shipping containers 
for handling a wide variety of 
materials has been increasing. 
Shipping containers offer the ad- 
vantages of shipping packaged 
goods and bulk materials to mini- 
mize damage, contamination, and 
pilferage in transit. These con- 
tainers also avoid individual re- 
handling and checking of a num- 
ber of small articles when trans- 
ported in one large container. Con- 
tainers vary in size. They run 
from relatively small units of a 
few cubic feet, to large demount- 
able van bodies with over a thou- 
sand or more cubic feet of capac- 
Ity. 


Container Classification 

Shipping containers can be 
classified into four categories 
which designate size and use: 

1. Pallet containers, 

2. Cargo ‘containers, 

3. Bulk shipping containers, 

4. Van containers. 

There are a great many types 
of pallet containers now in use. 
These include pallet boxes, bas- 
kets, racks, bins, crates, and car- 
ton containers. They are of such 
dimensions that multiple numbers 
will fit within a boxcar or high- 
way truck. The style and construc- 
tion of pallet containers vary 
widely, as well as the variety of 
materials from which they are 
fabricated. The size of a pallet 
container usually must be selected 
in accordance with the weight and 
quantity of material. It also must 
be compatible with efficient and 
small size handling equipment, 
inventory, and work-in-process pol- 
icles. 

A cargo container is a type of 
shipping container usually larger 
than a pallet container, but of 
weather-proof construction for 
outdoor storage and transporta- 
tion on open cars, trucks, barges, 
and ships. Such containers are 
used for both bulk and merchan- 
dise materials. They are of rugged 
construction for crane handling. 
They also may be arranged for 
transporting many kinds of special 
freight with a variety of inside 
fixtures, or they may be insulated 
and refrigerated. Cargo contain- 
ers are used primarily by water 
transportation companies, with

Van-type Containers 


In many respects the van-type 
container is equivalent to a truck 
or trailer body.
